44. (New) The central asset management system of claim 30, wherein the asset 
information transmitted from the notification processor to the central processor comprises a 
service request. 

45. (New) The central asset management system of claim 30, wherein the 
notification processor is further configured to generate a work order based on the asset 
information and transmit the work order to the central processor. 

46. (New) The central asset management system of claim 30, further comprising 
at least one asset interface associated with one of the plurality of assets, wherein the at least 
one asset interface is in communication with one of the at least one client processors, 
wherein the central processor is configured to monitor and control at least a portion of the 
asset via the at least one asset interface. 

47. (New) The central asset management system of claim 46, wherein the one of 
the plurality of assets comprises a piece of equipment 

48. (New) The central asset management system of claim 47, wherein the piece of 
equipment is a refrigeration unit. 

49. (New) The system of claim 1, wherein the notification processor is further 
configured to generate a work order based on the asset information received from the at least 
one client processor and transmit the work order to the asset management processor. 
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50. (New) The system of claim 1 , wherein the plurality of assets comprise at least 
refrigeration equipment.
